TO IIIS EXCELLENCY GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK EARL OF CARLISLE, 
LORD LIEUTENANT GENERAL 
AND GENERAL-GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, &c. &c. &c. 

W E, “ the Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” appointed by Acts of 
Parliament passed in the 53d year of the reign of his Majesty King 
George the Third, and the third year of the reign of his Majesty King George 
the Fourth, do, in obedience to the provisions thereof, respectfully submit to 
your Excellency a Report of the “ General Proceedings” of the Board since the 
last Report. 

On the School-houses and Premises belonging to the Royal Schools, as well 
as on those whose endowments are under our control, we have, during the past 
year, expended such sums in repairs and alterations as the different reports 
from time to time laid before us, and the funds at our command, have seemed 
to justify ; and we may report, generally, that they are in a very satisfactory 
condition, with the exception of those of Raphoe and Banagher, the small 
endowments of which, consisting of rents derived from their respective estates, 
have precluded such an outlay as it would be desirable should be made with a 
view to putting them in a more respectable state. In reference to Banagher, 
we have, during the past year, been in negotiation for a new tenure of the 
School-house and ground rented there by us, but the circumstances connected 
with the existing lease, and other matters to which it is unnecessary more 
particularly to advert, have induced us for the present to postpone taking any 
further steps in reference thereto. 

And as regards the legal proceedings undertaken by us against the surety of 
our late agent for this estate, and referred to in our last annual Report, we 
beg to inform your Excellency that although the proceeedings have been 
unsuccessful, they were carried on under the sanction and advice of eminent 
counsel. 

At Tullyvin School, which is one of private endowment, we have, with a view 
to carrying out more fully the intentions of the Testator, under the superinten- 
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deuce of Trustees appointed by the Court of Chancery, recently opened a 
second School for boys and girls in a temporary School-house rented by us for 
that purpose. 

. Tbe P en °dical Reports made to us by the masters of the different Schools 
in connexion mill this Board show that a very general and extensive course of 
instruction is afforded therein, especially in those of Royal foundation. 

Acting on the recommendation of the Court of Examiners appointed to report 
on the merits of candidates for the Royal Scholarships founded by us we have
